ACT  OF  INCORPORATION. 


COMMONWEALTH  OF  MASSACHUSETTS. 

IN  THE  YEAR  ONE  THOUSAND  EIGHT  HUNDRED  AND  EIGHTY-SIX. 

AN  ACT 

TO  CHANGE  THE  NAME  OF  THE  NEW  ENGLAND  AID  SOCIETY  FOR 

THE  AGED  AND  FRIENDLESS. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives ,  in  General 
Court  assembled ,  and  by  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows  :  — 

Section  i.  The  New  England  Aid  Society  for  the  Aged 
and  Friendless,  a  Corporation  established  under  the  general  laws 
of  the  Commonwealth,  shall  hereafter  be  known  as  the  Home  for 
Aged  Couples. 

Sect.  2.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

FOURTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


The  President,  in  submitting  the  Fourth  Annual  Report  of  the 
Trustees,  formally  renders  the  trust  which  was  committed  to  the 
present  Board  June  i,  1886, —  a  trust  which  involved  not  only  the 
advancing  of  the  work,  but  assuming  the  responsibility  of  provid¬ 
ing  funds  for  the  daily  support  of  the  inmates,  the  increase  of  the 
accommodations,  and  the  important  duty  of  interesting,  by  individ¬ 
ual  and  by  organized  effort,  the  sympathies  of  the  public  in  the 
principles  of  the  charity. 

The  best  energies  of  the  Trustees,  aided  by  the  able  advice  and 
material  assistance  of  the  Board  of  Council,  have,  we  believe, 
under  the  blessing  of  Divine  Providence,  been  permitted  to  add 
not  only  to  the  prosperity  of  the  Home,  but  have  also  increased 
its  usefulness  and  influence.  The  effort  and  the  result  are  now 
written,  and  by  the  record  must  the  weakness  or  efficiency  of  the 
Board  be  judged.  By  that,  the  friends  who  have  given  cheerfully 
and  the  community  who  have  given  trustfully  will  be  encouraged 
or  discouraged  in  their  endeavors  to  increase  the  usefulness  of  a 
charity,  which  has  at  once  appealed  to  their  sympathy  and  com¬ 
mended  itself  to  their  judgment.  But,  before  entering  upon  the 
details  of  what  has  been  accomplished  by  the  present  Board,  it 
may  be  of  interest  to  many  not  heretofore  familiar  with  our  work 
to  know  more  of  our  methods, —  how  the  work  originated,  the  class 
of  people  benefited,  its  claims  upon  the  individual  and  the  public, 
its  means  and  methods  of  work,  and  to  what  extent  those  methods 
have  contributed  to  its  success;  also  what  encouragement  or  guar¬ 
antee  can  be  given  to  interested  friends  and  donors  that  the  sphere 
of  usefulness  contemplated  by  the  originators  will  be  enlarged  if 
added  facilities  are  given. 

ANNALS  OF  THE  SOCIETY. 

The  Society  was  organized  in  January,  1883.  By  invitation  of 
the  present  executive  officer  of  the  Board,  a  few  ladies  assembled 
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at  her  residence  to  consider  the  question  of  organizing  for  charita¬ 
ble  work. 

At  a  subsequent  meeting,  it  was  decided  that  the  Association 
should  be  known  by  the  name  of  the  New  England  Aid  Society  for 
the  Aged  and  Friendless.  At  a  special  meeting  called  for  the  pur¬ 
pose,  the  Constitution  and  By-laws  were  adopted,  officers  elected, 
and  the  sum  of  sixteen  dollars  paid  into  the  treasury.  The  work 
of  interesting  the  public  commenced.  On  May  31,  a  public  meet¬ 
ing  was  held  at  Horticultural  Hall;  and  the  President,  Elizabeth 
Abbott  Carleton,  M.D.,  announced  that  the  special  work  of  the 
Society  would  be  the  founding  of  a  Home  for  Aged  Couples. 
Rev.  F.  M.  Ellis,  Rev.  L.  B.  Baldwin,  Rev.  Henry  A.  Cooke,  and 
Rev.  J.  H.  Hamilton  commended  the  effort ;  and  Rev.  Mr.  Banvard, 
lately  called  to  rest  from  his  earthly  labors,  invoked  the  divine 
favor  upon  the  idea, —  the  idea,  which  was  then  but  little  more 
than  a  healthy  sentiment; — but  the  sentiment,  or  the  principles 
of  that  sentiment,  were  to  be  disseminated  by  Christian  ladies, 
earnest  and  faithful  in  their  endeavors.  It  became  at  once  the 
important  duty  of  their  lives  to  awaken  an  interest  in  the  public 
mind  by  individual  effort,  and  to  incite  a  spirit  of  inquiry  through 
the  influence  of  the  advanced  thought  of  the  pulpit  and  the 
press. 

When  the  Home  for  Aged  Couples  was  founded,  there  was  not 
an  institution  in  Massachusetts  where  an  aged  couple  could  be 
received  as  man  and  wife.  Once  over  the  threshold  as  inmates  of 
an  institution,  neither  law  nor  charity  recognized  “  What  God  hath 
joined  together,  let  not  man  put  asunder.” 

The  establishment  of  the  Home  for  Aged  Couples  has  already 
borne  good  fruit.  Its  influence  is  being  felt  throughout  the  State. 
Several  towns  have  made  provision  for  aged  couples  in  the  homes 
that  have  been  recently  established  for  aged  people,  and  wills  have 
been  made  providing  for  the  maintenance  of  aged  couples  in  the 
towns  where  they  have  long  resided.  From  many  States/letters 
of  inquiry  have  come,  with  requests  for  reports  and  definite  infor¬ 
mation.  The  leaven  of  non-separation  of  aged  couples  on  account 
of  change  in  circumstances  is  fast  permeating  the  body  politic'; 
and  we  believe,  before  the  expiration  of  many  years,  Massachu¬ 
setts  will  have  embodied  in  a  statute  law  a  provision  whereby 
it  shall  be  considered  a  punishable  offence  to  separate  man  and 
wife  in  any  charitable  institution  over  which  the  State  exercises 
control. 
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While  this  charity  —  being  entirely  non-sectarian  —  has  no  claim 
upon  any  denomination,  it  appeals  in  a  peculiar  manner  to  the 
whole  community.  It  is  the  worthy  couple  asking  for  help  in  their 
old  age.  It  is  the  father  and  mother  asking  that  they  may  be  per¬ 
mitted  to  live  until  life’s  end  —  together.  The  Home  seeks  first 
to  provide  for  the  respectable  aged  couple  who,  having  expe¬ 
rienced  many  reverses,  have  become  dependent  upon  the  charity 
of  the  benevolent;  and,  secondly,  to  demonstrate  that  it  is  unlaw¬ 
ful,  if  the  marriage  contract  be  binding;  uncharitable,  if  charity 
means  love  to  your  neighbor ;  unchristian,  if  the  ceremony  of  mar¬ 
riage  be  held  to  be  a  sacrament  made  holy  by  the  blessing  of  the 
Master, —  to  separate  husband  and  wife  in  any  institution  for  no 
crime  except  poverty.  Regarding  the  methods  employed  for  ac¬ 
complishing  the  purposes  of  the  organization,  a  brief  statement  of 
what  has  been  done  by  those  methods  will  enable  the  public  to 
judge  of  their  effectiveness.  If  they  fail  to  commend  themselves 
to  the  judgment  of  those  who  have  had  the*  good  fortune  to  carry 
on  charitable  work  with  the  income  derived  from  invested  funds, 
we  beg  them  to  remember  that  we  commenced  with  little  more 
than  a  resolution,  and  a  sling  and  pebble  to  defend  it. 

ACT  OF  INCORPORATION,  1884. 

At  the  meeting  held  June  2,  1884,  to  accept  the  Act  of  Incorpo¬ 
ration,  the  Secretary  reported  that  the  Society  had  been  in  exist¬ 
ence  one  year  and  six  months ;  that  the  membership  consisted  of 
forty-three  life  members  and  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  annual 
members ;  that  thirty-five  regular  meetings  and  several  special 
meetings  had  been  held  at  the  house  of  the  President,  one  public 
meeting  at  Horticultural  Hall,  also  one  festival  and  one  fair,  which 
had  met  with  success. 

The  Treasurer  reported  that  he  had  received  the  sum  of  $5,- 
559*5°  since  the  organization  of  the  Society,  and  that  the  expenses 
during  that  time  had  amounted  to  $43.  Such  was  the  condition 
of  the  Society  at  the  time  of  its  incorporation. 

ANNUAL  MEETING,  JUNE,  1885. 

One  year  later,  at  the  annual  meeting  in  June,  1885,  it  was  re¬ 
ported  that  immediately  after  receiving  the  charter,  May  29,  1884, 
the  Corporation  decided  by  unanimous  vote  to  open  a  Home  for 
Aged  Couples.  On  June  10,  by  vote  of  the  Corporation,  the  Pres¬ 
ident  was  authorized  to  purchase  the  estate  431  Shawmut  Avenue

for  that  purpose ;  and  the  Home  was  formally  opened  the  twelfth 
day  of  June.  The  blessing  of  Divine  Providence  was  invoked  by 
Rev.  L.  B.  Baldwin, —  Governor  Robinson  and  our  present  Gov¬ 
ernor  Oliver  Ames  assisting  in  the  opening  exercises.  One  with 
earnest  words  inspired  hope,  and  one  with  a  generous  bank-note 
made  the  occasion  for  both  one  of  life-long  record.  The  faith  of 
Governor  Ames  in  the  ultimate  success  of  the  work  and  his  imme¬ 
diate  identification  with  it  have  been  not  only  inspiring,  but  im¬ 
portant. 

The  Secretary  reported  that  the  Trustees  and  Association  had 
held  twenty-four  regular  meetings, —  fourteen  special  and  two 
public  meetings,  one  at  Young’s  Hotel  and  one  at  the  Bruns¬ 
wick.  The  following  gentlemen  had  taken  part  in  the  meetings  : 
his  Honor  A.  P.  Martin,  ex-Governor  Rice,  Rev.  Dr.  Courtney, 
Rev.  E.  A.  Horton,  Rev.  William  B.  Wright,  Rev.  A.  J.  Gordon, 
Rev.  D.  W.  Waldron,  Rev.  C.  D.  Bradlee,  Rev.  B.  M.  Fullerton, 
and  Rev.  Dr.  Alexander.  The  Society  numbered  one  hundred 
and  thirteen  life  members  and  two  hundred  and  twenty-four  an¬ 
nual  members.  The  Treasurer  reported  that  he  had  received, 
during  the  year,  $6,090.84.  “That  sum  added  to  the  amount  in 
the  treasury  of  1884  made  the  amount  he  had  received  from  the 
ladies  since  the  organization  of  the  Society  $11,650.99.  Of  this 
sum,  $9,439.28  had  been  paid  on  the  Home  mortgage,  $1,211.56 
for  Home  expenses,  and  the  balance  in  the  treasury  amounted  to 
$979.85.”  The  Home  had  then  been  open  one  year,  and  was 
supporting  ten  inmates. 

THE  ANNUAL  MEETING,  JUNE,  1 886, 

held  at  the  Parker  House,  was  opened  with  prayer  by  Rev.  C.  D. 
Bradlee. 

Stirring  and  eloquent  addresses  were  made  by  Rev.  L.  B.  Bates, 
D.D.,  Rev.  Dr.  Griffis,  Rev.  D.  W.  Waldron,  Rev.  Henry  A.  Cooke, 
and  Hon.  T.  W.  Bicknell. 

The  Annual  Report,  read  by  the  President,  gave  no  evidence 
of  a  lack  of  interest  or  a  failure  in  effort  on  the  part  of  the 
Trustees. 

Seventy  life  members  and  forty  annual  members  had  been  added 
to  the  list  of  membership  during  the  year.  Regular  and  special 
meetings  had  been  well  attended,  and  one  public  meeting  held  at 
Young’s  Hotel,  at  which  Rev.  William  Burnet  Wright,  Rev.  B.  M. 
Fullerton,  Rev.  Dr.  Packard,  Rev.  Dr.  Meredith,  Rev.  Dr.  With- 
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row,  and  Rev-  C.  D.  Bradlee  had  spoken  earnestly  in  the  interests 
of  the  charity.  As  evidence  that  some  heartfelt  word  had  fallen 
upon  good  ground  and  borne  fruit,  the  following  morning  Rev. 
C.  D.  Bradlee  received  a  check  for  $200  in  aid  of  the  Home. 
Among  the  interesting  events  of  the  year,  the  most  important  were 
the

of  the  Corporation  from  New  England  Aid  Society  for  the  Aged 
and  Friendless  to  the  Home  for  Aged  Couples,  and  the  methods 
by  which  funds  had  been  raised  to  advance  the  work.  A  coffee- 
party  had  been  held  at  Park  Street  Church  Vestry,  under  the 
auspices  of  a  committee  of  ladies, —  Mrs.  Jonas  Fitch,  chairman, — 
at  which  Rev.  Dr.  Withrow,  his  Honor  Hugh  O’Brien,  Hon.  A.  E. 
Pillsbury,  Rev.  Dr.  Miner,  Rev.  D.  W.  Waldron,  and  Rev.  C.  D. 
Bradlee  had  strongly  advocated  the  principle  on  which  the  charity 
was  founded,  and  commended  it  as  worthy  of  beneficent  support. 
The  Annual  Fair,  held  in  November,  had  been  formally  opened  by 
addresses  from  Rev.  F.  B.  Bates,  D.D.,  Rev.  George  M.  Bodge, 
Rev.  C.  D.  Bradlee,  and  Hon.  John  B.  Redman,  of  Maine.  The 
Treasurer  reported  that  the  Corporation  was  free  from  debt,  and 
that  his  financial  statement  was  encouraging ;  that  during  the  year 
he  had  received  the  sum  of  $8,140.31  ;  that  the  expenditures 
(including  $4,200,  the  last  payment  on  the  Home  mortgage) 
amounted  to  $6,948.99,  leaving  a  balance  in  the  treasury  of 
$2,171.17.  With  a  feeling  of  relief  and  a  genuine  thrill  of  pleas¬ 
ure  and  gratitude,  the  Trustees  closed  their  report.  Their  work 
was  visible.  The  “well  done”  of  the  Corporation  was  exemplified 
in  the  re-election  of  the  energetic  and  successful  Board  of  Trustees. 
With  the  Home  free  from  debt,  full  of  inmates,  and  funds  in  the 
treasury,  the  siren  song  of  “  Be  content  with  what  the  gods  have 
given  ”  sounded  sweetly  in  the  ears  of  the  wearied  and  anxious 
Board ;  but  the  cry  of  distressed,  homeless,  aged  couples  touched 
their  hearts.  There  was  no  time  for  weariness.  They  had  been 
chosen,  had  voluntarily  accepted  a  trust,  and  the  happiness  —  yea, 
the  life,  perhaps  —  of  many  aged  couples  depended  upon  the  suc¬ 
cess  of  their  efforts. 

REVIEW  OF  THE  YEAR  1887. 

In  reviewing  the  main  features  of  the  work  during  the  year  just 
closed,  the  Trustees  believe  that  their  continued,  untiring,  and 
gratuitous  efforts  have  fully  demonstrated  to  all  interested  in  the

success  of  the  Home  that  its  sphere  of  usefulness  is  not  limited  by 
any  want  of  interest,  weakness  of  effort,  or  neglect  of  duty  upon 
the  part  of  the  management. 

The  Home  for  Aged  Couples  has  been  open  three  and  one- 
half  years.  It  is  well  established,  and  is  known  to  be  a  most 
worthy  and  deserving  charity.  It  provides,  in  a  comfortable,  quiet, 
unostentatious  manner,  for  respectable  aged  couples  who  have 
become  dependent  in  their  last  days.  It  seeks  to  provide  for 
their  physical  wants  and  their  spiritual  needs.  It  aims  to  be  just 
what  it  is  called, —  a  home.  The  lack  of  means  to  increase  the 
accommodations  and  of  a  permanent  fund  for  the  support  of  the 
inmates  is  the  only  bar  to  its  usefulness.  With  the  exception 
of  a  few  bequests  and  generous  gifts,  which  have  greatly  aided 
the  Board  in  their  endeavors  to  keep  a  surplus  in  the  treasury, 
the  charity  has  been  chiefly  sustained  by  the  accumulations  of 
energy  and  industry  on  the  part  of  the  originators  and  their 
friends. 

On  the  ground  that  property  acquired  by  the  “  sweat  of  the 
brow  ”  is  dearer  to  the  heart  of  the  possessor  than  wealth  inher¬ 
ited,  and  less  likely  to  be  freely  spent,  the  strictest  economy  con¬ 
sistent  with  the  comfort  of  the  inmates  has  been  carefully  observed 
in  every  department.  The  Jesuits  have  been  in  the  highest  degree 
satisfactory.  In  this  connection,  it  is  pleasant  to  express  our  un¬ 
qualified  approval  of  the  administration  of  our  Superintendent  and 
Resident  Physician,  Dr.  Sarah  F.  Norris.  Elected  to  the  position 
when  the  Home  was  opened,  she  has  grown  with  the  work,  and  to 
a  large  extent  become  identified  with  it  as  its  Resident  Physician 
as  well  as  its  Superintendent.  Her  care  and  fidelity  are  evidenced 
in  the  good  health  of  the  family  and  in  the  management  of  house¬ 
hold  affairs. 

OUR  FIRST  SORROW 

is  recorded  with  the  loss  of  our  friend  and  brother,  Deacon  John 
Q.  A.  Litchfield.  Worn  out  with  the  worry  and  uncertainties  of 
business,  and  broken  in  health,  he  came  to  the  Home  in  the 
autumn  of  1885.  As  an  old,  respected  merchant,  a  partner  of 
the  house  of  Carpenter,  Fairbanks  &  Co.,  he  was  formerly  known 
to  the  business  world  of  Boston.  As  clerk,  as  treasurer,  and  its 
deacon  for  more  than  thirty  years,  he  was  known  to  the  First  Bap¬ 
tist  Church.  As  a  saintly  man,  a  true  Christian,  we  knew  him. 
His  earthly  life  began  Oct.  11,  1816,  and  ended,  full  of  Christian 
graces  and  activities,  April  28,  1887.

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The  general  health  of  the  family,  taking  into  account  the  infirm¬ 
ities  incident  to  old  age,  has  been  excellent;  yet  we  have  occasion 
to  often  remember  the  skill  of  the  physician,  and  it  is  with  no 
ordinary  feelings  of  gratitude  that  we  speak  of  professional  ser¬ 
vices  gratuitously  and  cheerfully  rendered.  The  faithful  attend¬ 
ance  of  Dr.  A.  S.  Whitmore,  with  our  Resident  Physician,  at  the 
bedside  of  Deacon  Litchfield  in  his  last  illness,  can  never  be  for¬ 
gotten  ;  and  especially  do  we  thank  Dr.  George  W.  Gay  for  his 
great  kindness  to  an  afflicted  inmate  requiring  surgical  attendance. 


SUNDAY  SERVICES. 

The  services  which  have  been  held  at  the  Home  during  the 
year  have  been  greatly  appreciated  by  the  family.  Many  thanks 
are  extended  to  the  following  clergymen  for  responding  so  cor¬ 
dially  to  our  calls  upon  their  time  and  sympathy :  Rev.  Dr. 
Withrow,  Rev.  Dr.  Meredith,  Rev.  Minot  J.  Savage,  Rev.  Mr. 
Edmunds,  Rev.  F.  E.  Clark,  Rev.  George  W.  Green,  Rev.  Dr. 
Miner,  Rev.  C.  D.  Bradlee  (several  times),  Rev.  W.  H.  Lyon, 
Rev.  Mr.  Smith,  Rev.  Dr.  Patterson,  Rev.  George  L.  Perin,  and 
Deacon  R.  C.  Humphreys.  The  kindly  interest  manifested  by 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  M.  A.  Mayhew  and  Miss  Mayhew  for  the  past  three 
years,  in  so  frequently  conducting  the  singing  at  the  Sunday 
services,  has  been  greatly  appreciated  by  the  Trustees  and  the 
family,  who  thankfully  enjoy  the  services  held  at  the  Home. 
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BUSINESS  MEETINGS 

have  been  held  by  the  Trustees  the  first  Tuesday  in  each  month, 
except  July  and  August.  The  Board  of  Council  have  been  pres¬ 
ent  by  invitation  at  nearly  all  the  regular  and  special  meetings 
held  by  the  Board.  From  the  Secretary’s  report,  we  learn  that 
thirty-eight  meetings  have  been  held  by  the  Trustees  and  Associa¬ 
tion,  at  all  of  which  the  President  has  occupied  the  chair ;  also 
that,  by  the  kindness  of  Mr.  Whipple,  several  meetings  were  held 
at  Young’s  Hotel  for  the  purpose  of  perfecting  arrangements  for 
the  “  Russian  Easter  Festival”;  and,  by  courtesy  of  Mr.  George 
Fowle,  meetings  were  held  at  Horticultural  Hall,  to  make  prepa¬ 
rations  for  the  “  Carnival  of  the  Seasons.”  The  interest  in  the 
work  may  be  evidenced  by  the  increase  'of  names  upon  the  roll 
of  membership,  which  now  numbers  over  seven  hundred.  Ninety 
life  members  and  one  hundred  and  two  annual  members  have 
been  added  during  the  year. 

THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES, 

while  profoundly  grateful  for  the  many  blessings  which  have 
crowned  their  labors,  record  with  heartfelt  regret  the  resignation 
of  their  friend  and  co-worker  in  every  effort,  Mrs.  L.  B.  Baldwin. 
In  consequence  of  Rev.  L.  B.  Baldwin  accepting  a  call  to  Keene, 
N.H.,  it  became  necessary  for  Mrs.  Baldwin  to  resign  her  position 
as  Secretary  of  the  Board, —  an  office  which  she  had  filled  with 
great  acceptance  from  the  date  of  the  incorporation  of  the  Society. 
The  Trustees,  after  accepting  her  resignation,  which  was  tendered 
with  many  expressions  of  regret,  appointed  Dr.  Sarah  F.  Norris  to 
fill  the  vacancy  for  the  remainder  of  the  year.  The  following 
resolution  was  then  offered  to  the  meeting,  and  unanimously 
adopted  :  — 

Resolved ,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  Council  be  pre¬ 
sented  to  Mrs.  L.  B.  Baldwin  for  her  faithful  services  as  Secretary  and  Trustee, 
and  that,  in  token  of  their  esteem  and  friendship,  they  take  pleasure  in  electing 
her  a  life  member  of  the  Home  for  Aged  Couples  Corporation. 


IN  MEMORIAM. 

They  abide  with  us  in  memory !  With  a  deep  sense  of  our  loss, 
we  write  the  names  of  Richard  Cranch  Greenleaf  and  Alpheus 
Hardy  worthy  friends  and  willing  helpers  to  the  Home.  Mrs. 
Nancy  Curtis,  Mr.  Nathaniel  Cummings,  Mr.  Robert  Morville, 
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Mrs.  W.  S.  Houghton,  Mrs.  Morris  Boynton,  and  Mrs.  Ann  L. 
Gay  were  life  members,  of  whom  it  may  be  said  they  were  indeed 
our  friends. 

THE  WORK  OF  THE  BOARD 

can  only  be  fairly  estimated  when  the  time  and  strength  required 
to  make  arrangements  for  fairs,  festivals,  and  entertainments  is 
computed.  The  Trustees,  aided  by  members  of  the  Association, 
have  held  during  the  year,  from  Nov.  15,  1886,  to  Nov.  19,  1887, 
a  “Bazaar,”  a  “Kettledrum,”  a  “Russian  Easter  Festival,”  a 
“  Coffee  Party,”  and  a  “  Carnival  of  the  Seasons,”  the  net  pro¬ 
ceeds  amounting  to  upwards  of  $10,500;  and  have  also  raised  by 
“subscription  to  the  building  fund”  nearly  $6,000.  In  gratefully 
acknowledging  donations  from  old  friends  who  always  give,  we 
are  not  unmindful  of  the  friendly  interest  manifested  by  new 
friends,  who  have,  by  letter  and  visit  and  substantial  gifts  unso¬ 
licited,  expressed  their  approval  of  the  management  and  work. 
The  names  of  those  who  have  given  generously,  and  of  those 
who  have  given  according  to  their  means,  will  be  found  recorded 
either  in  the  list  of  donations  received  by  the  Treasurer  or  in  that 
by  the  Superintendent. 

REMOVAL  OF  THE  HOME. 

In  consequence  of  being  unable  to  purchase  adjoining  estates, 
the  advisability  of  removal  was  duly  considered  by  the  Board.  A 
Building  Committee  was  appointed,  and  several  plans  for  enlarg¬ 
ing  the  Home,  among  which  the  purchase  of  land  with  a  view  to 
erecting  a  large,  substantial  building,  suitable  for  future  require¬ 
ments,  met  with  much  favor;  but  the  fact  that  there  was  only 
$5,000  in  the  treasury  seemed  an  insuperable  objection,  when 
the  cost  of  land  in  any  locality  where  it  would  be  wise  to  build  a 
Home  was  taken  into  account.  The  idea  of  building  was  there¬ 
fore  postponed  until  the  conditions  were  more  favorable.  The 
securing  of  some  large  estate,  with  comfortable,  old-fashioned 
buildings  and  sufficient  land  upon  which  to  build,  when  the  funds 
in  the  treasury  would  justify  the  laying  of  a  corner-stone,  was 
under  advisement,  when  the  opportunity  of  securing  our  present 
comfortable  .Home  for  a  sum  much  less  than  its  assessed  value 
was  presented  for  consideration.  A  visit  for  the  purpose  of 
“  looking  over  the  estate  ”  resulted  in  a  determination  to  purchase, 
if  favorable  terms  could  be  obtained.  In  an  “appeal  for  funds” 
to  increase  the  accommodations  of  the  Home,  sent  out  some 
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months  previously  by  the  President,  a  description  of  a  suitable 
building  was  thus  given  :  “  Externally  and  internally,  it  should 
resemble  a  large,  commodious  dwelling-house ;  and  no  attractive 
architecture  should  intimate  that  it  was  not  a  private  mansion.  It 
should  be  situated  in  a  healthy  location  (high,  if  possible),  in  the 
centre  of  ample  grounds,  near  the  city,  easy  of  access,  so  that 
intercourse  with  friends  could  be  easily  maintained  and  church 
attendance  not  be  interfered  with.  Throughout,  it  should  con¬ 
vey  to  the  visitor  the  sense  of  ease,  comfort,  and  repose.”  The 
description  of  the  ideal  home  was  easily  recognized  in  the  estate 
offered. 

The  Committee  decided,  with  the  full  approval  of  the  Board, 
to  make  an  offer  for  the  estate.  The  offer,' which  was  more  than 
$10,000  less  than  the  assessed  value,  was  subsequently  accepted 
upon  the  following  terms :  $500  upon  signing  the  agreement, 
$10,000  upon  delivery  of  the  deed,  and  $17,000  secured  by  mort¬ 
gage,  three  years,  at  five  per  cent.,  with  the  privilege  of  paying 
the  whole,  or  in  sums  of  not  less  than  $5,000,  by  giving  thirty  days’ 
notice. 

The  agreement  signed  and  required  amount  paid,  the  procuring 
of  funds  became  a  matter  of  special  interest  to  the  Committee. 
The  “  Russian  Easter  Festival  ”  was  held,  and  $1,650  was  added  to 
the  treasury.  In  response  to  an  urgent  request,  Mr.  Frederick 
Davis  gave  his  check  to  the  President  for  $1,000;  Hon.  Ezra 
Farnsworth  added  the  sum  .of  $500;  Mr.  Warren  B.  Potter  gave 
$250;  Mr.  Alexander  Moseley,  Rev.  C.  D.  Bradlee,  and  Mr.  Henry 
C.  Whitcomb,  $200  each;  Mr.  Thomas  F.  Temple  and  Mr.  John 
Goldthwait,  $125  each;  Mr.  W.  S.  Houghton,  Mr.  N.  W.  Rice, 
Mr.  John  C.  Paige,  Mrs.  J.  H.  Farrar,  Mrs.  C.  M.  Barnard,  Mrs. 
B.  F.  Sturtevant,  and  Mrs.  Helena  Kent,  $100  each.  Mrs.  John  W. 
James,  Mrs.  Geo.  W.  Richardson,  Mr.  Arioch  Wentworth,  and  Mr. 
R.  H.  White  gave  each  $50.  Sixteen  other  friends  gave  $400. 
Friends,  through  Mrs.  H.  A.  Turner,  $715  ;  Messrs.  Brown,  Wood, 
and  Kingman,  by  Mrs.  J.  G.  Ingersoll,  $250.  Other  friends  gave 
smaller  sums  ;  and,  when  the  day  came  to  make  the  transfer  of  the 
property,  there  was,  after  the  payment  of  $10,000,  a  goodly  sum 
for  the  payment  of  current  expenses  left  in  the  treasury.  Subse¬ 
quently,  $100  was  received  by  the  President  from  J.  A.  B.  (third 
donation),  $50  from  Mr.  John  C.  Haynes,  and  $60  (a  third  dona¬ 
tion)  from  Mrs.  C.  M.  Barnard. 
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DEDICATORY  EXERCISES. 

The  formal  exercises  consequent  upon  the  removal  of  the  Home 
to  Walnut  Avenue  occurred  June  i,  1887.  The  house,  being 
thrown  open  to  the  public  during  the  afternoon,  was  well  filled 
with  pleased  and  interested  visitors.  At  three  o’clock  the  Presi¬ 
dent,  Dr.  Elizabeth  Abbott  Carleton,  welcomed  the  visitors. 
Prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  Wm.  H.  Campbell;  and  Rev.  C.  D. 
Bradlee  delivered  the  address,  which  was  listened  to  with  great 
interest.  Rev.  Henry  A.  Cooke,  Rev.  Geo.  H.  Young,  Rev.  Wm. 
H.  Lyon,  and  Rev.  D.  W.  Waldron  made  brief  and  eloquent 
remarks,  which  elicited  much  applause.  Letters  of  regret  from 
Governor  Ames,  Mayor  O’Brien,  and  other  friends  interested  in 
the  Home,  were  then  read.  Upon  motion  of  Rev.  C.  D.  Bradlee, 
seconded  by  Rev.  Geo.  H.  Young,  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks  was 
tendered  to  the  President,  after  which  Rev.  Mr.  Bradlee  pro¬ 
nounced  the  benediction. 

THE  HOME 

on  Walnut  Avenue  has  so  frequently  been  referred  to  by  the  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  press, —  to  whom  so  much  of  our  success  is  due, — 
so  minutely  described  by  the  Hei'ald  and  illustrated  by  the  Glofre, 
that  it  would  seem  unnecessary  (only  as  a  matter  of  record)  to 
repeat  what  the  readers  of  this  report  are  already  familiar  with. 
The  estate  consists  of  three  acres  of  fine  grounds,  with  an  abun¬ 
dance  of  fruit  and  ornamental  trees,  a  commodious  mansion,  which 
easily  accommodates  twenty  aged  people,  besides  affording  com¬ 
fortable  rooms  for  Superintendent  and  employees,  and  large  par¬ 
lors  suitable  for  Sunday  services  and  the  general  use  of  the  Corpo¬ 
ration.  A  fine  large  stable  at  the  rear  of  the  house  affords 
opportunity  for  the  keeping  of  domestic  animals,  of  which  we  have 
taken  advantage.  Two  excellent  cows,  presented  by  Mrs.  J.  S. 
and  Miss  Nickerson  and  Mr.  Henry  Tudor,  and  two  “  Yorkshires  ” 
from  “The  Pines”  at  Peppered,  presented  by  Mrs.  Jonas  Pitch, 
have  been  highly  prized  by  the  family.  The  garden  has  been  a 
source  of  constant  enjoyment.  Under  the  careful  management  of 
the  old  gentlemen, —  upward  of  seventy  years  of  age, —  the  Home 
has  been  abundantly  supplied  with  fine  fruits  and  vegetables  of 
every  kind ;  and  more  than  fifty  dollars  has  been  realized  from 
the  sale  of  surplus  products.  The  pleasure  experienced  in  being 
able  to  assist  in  the  care  of  the  garden,  the  cutting  of  grass,  the 
trimming  of  trees  and  bushes,  the  care  of  fruit,  and  the  charge  of 


the  animals,  has  been  equalled  only  by  the  gratification  of  the 
Trustees  in  affording  them  the  opportunity  to  feel  that  they  were 
still  useful  and  were  yet  needed. 

With  the  increase  of  accommodations,  some  additional  furnish¬ 
ing  was  required.  The  room  to  be  occupied  by  the  Superintend¬ 
ent  was  kindly  furnished  by  Mr.  Alexander  Moseley.  Rev.  C.  D. 
Bradlee  gave  the  entire  furnishings  for  another  room,  opening 
upon  the  veranda,  from  which  a  beautiful  view  of  surrounding 
towns  can  be  obtained.  Jones,  McDuffee  &  Stratton,  through 
Mrs.  Turner  and  Mrs.  Ferguson,  contributed  one  hundred  and 
seventy-nine  pieces  of  crockery;  and  Mr.  Joel  Goldthwait,  the  oil¬ 
cloth  in  the  rear  hall  and  pantry.  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Rogers  gave  a 
good  black  walnut  bedstead,  spring,  and  mattress ;  Mrs.  Andrew 
Cassidy,  marble  mantel  and  brackets ;  and  others  contributed 
pictures,  chairs,  and  various  useful  and  ornamental  articles.  The 
Home  is  still  indebted  to  M.  Steinert  &  Sons  for  the  use  of  the 
fine  Steinway  piano  they  placed  in  the  Home  when  it  was  opened, 
June,  1884.  Although  it  is  impossible  to  enumerate  all  the 
thoughtful  remembrances  in  this  report,  we  can  at  least  say  that 
we  are  profoundly  grateful.  Among  the  gifts  which  have  given 
great  pleasure  to  the  inmates,  we  may  mention:  $30  from  Rev. 
Samuel  B.  Cruft,  to  be  given  to  the  couples,  and  also  $2  for  car- 
tickets;  $5  from  Mrs.  Joseph  Story,  and  $5  from  Mrs.  Capron,  of 
India,  for  car-rides;  also  “Rides  for  Invalids”  and  ten  harbor 
and  twenty  street-car  tickets  from  the  Young  Men’s  Christian 
Union  ;  forty  street-car  tickets  from  Miss  C.  B.  Carlton ;  and  three 
hundred  street-car  tickets,  twelve  picnic  tickets,  and  eight  railroad 
tickets  for  summer  journeyings,  from  Rev.  D.  W.  Waldron.  The 
opportunity  to  visit  friends,  or  to  take  a  long  ride  on  a  pleasant 
day,  is  enjoyed  greatly.  As  most  of  our  inmates  are  great  readers, 
books  and  magazines  are  always  acceptable;  and  newspapers  from 
the  office  of  publication  are  eagerly  watched  for.  The  liberal 
supply  of  flowers  by  the  ladies  connected  with  the  Flower  Mis¬ 
sion,  and  by  many  friends,  have  often  adorned  and  brightened 
the  rooms  of  the  Home. 


FINANCIAL. 

From  the  Treasurer’s  audited  report,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  in¬ 
come  from  all  sources  (including  the  amount  received  from  the 
sale  of  the  Shawmut  Avenue  property)  has  been  $33,039.68  ;  the 
total  expenditure,  $17,663.58.  Of  this  sum,  $11,608.90  has  been 
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paid  on  the  Walnut  Avenue  estate  and  furniture,  insurance,  and 
business  connected  with  the  purchase.  The  balance  in  the  treas¬ 
ury  of  $15,376  will  enable  the  Trustees  to  reduce  the  mortgage  of 
$17,000  to  $2,000  before  the  Annual  Meeting. 

The  Corporation  has  received  during  the  year  the  following 
bequests :  under  the  wills  of  Mrs.  Pamela  H.  Beale,  Kingston, 
Mass.,  $1,000;  Mrs.  Sophia  P.  Goldsmith,  Brookline,  Mass., 
$494.84;  Mrs.  Mary  L.  Taylor,  Boston,  Mass.,  $100. 

PERMANENT  FUND. 

The  need  of  a  generous  endowment  fund  was  never  more  felt 
than  now.  The  Home  is  nearly  free  from  debt.  It  is  well  and 
favorably  located,  opposite  a  great  public  park,  which  eventually 
must  be  one  of  the  finest  in  New  England.  It  has  an  abundance 
of  land,  bounded  by  three  public  streets, —  Walnut  Avenue,  Seaver, 
and  School  Streets.  The  mansion,  though  large,  roomy,  and  com¬ 
fortable,  was  not  constructed  according  to  the  needs  of  a  large  in¬ 
stitution,  and  in  the  future  extensive  additions  or  a  new  building 
will  be  required ;  but  at  the  present  time  the  pressing  want  of  the 
institution  is  a  permanent  fund,  which  will  insure  an  income  of 
at  least  $5,000  a  year.  With  an  income  of  $10,000,  many  aged 
couples  could  be  assisted  in  their  own  homes,  before  the  infirmities 
of  age  required  constant  care.  The  wisdom  of  relying  upon  public 
enterprises,  year  after  year,  may  fairly  be  questioned.  The  uncer¬ 
tainty  of  life,  the  change  in  conditions,  and  the  various  contin¬ 
gencies  upon  which  success  or  failure  depends  should,  so  far  as 
possible,  be  provided  for.  While  annual  and  voluntary  subscrip¬ 
tions,  fairs,  and  entertainments  are  all  subservient  to  the  purpose, 
something  more  is  required,  in  order  to  insure  the  perpetuity  of  an 
institution, —  to  place  it  upon  sure  ground,  beyond  the  possibility 
or  the  probability  of  want. 

In  the  belief  that  many  who  are  blessed  with  this  world’s  wealth, 
and  intrusted  with  its  disposal,  are  considering  the  needs  as  well 
as  the  merits  of  charitable  institutions,  the  Trustees  venture  to 
hope  that  the  perusal  of  this  report  will  lead  to  the  investigation  of 
a  charity  which  appeals  to  the  reason  of  every  individual.  The 
prosperous  merchant,  the  busy  physician,  the  influential  lawyer, 
the  overtaxed  clergyman,  all  may,  by  a  series  of  troubles  and  mis¬ 
fortunes  not  at  all  uncommon  or  unknown  in  this  country,  reach 
that  place  in  their  lives  where  the  Home  for  Aged  Couples  may 
afford  them  the  rest  and  comfort  which  is  denied  them  by  distant 
relatives. 
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Viewing  the  Home  from  this  stand-point,  which  has  already 
been  done  by  inmates  of  the  Home,  there  seems  to  be  no  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  exalting  its  importance.  The  Home  is  a  practical  char¬ 
ity,  appealing  both  to  reason  and  sentiment.  No  one  can  con¬ 
template  for  a  moment  the  sight  of  the  old  couple  leaving  the 
homestead,  the  sheriff’s  sale  of  the  few  belongings,  dear  by  asso¬ 
ciation,  without  a  tear  or  a  feeling  of  sympathy ;  nor  of  the  old 
couple  turned  from  their  home,  living  in  one  miserably  furnished 
room,  eking  out  existence  by  the  help  of  a  few  friends,  in  some 
strange  place  where  they  are  unknown,  even  by  name,  to  the  next- 
door  neighbor,  without  a  feeling  of  emotion.  The  sentiment  of 
the  Home  is  felt  when  the  poor  old  couple,  the  father  and  mother, 
feel  the  touch  of  a  gentle  hand,  which  leads  them  out  of  the  loneli¬ 
ness  and  darkness  of  poverty  into  the  tender  light  of  comfort  and 
companionship. 

The  opportunity  to  do  a  great  good  is  now  presented. 

Will  you  not  —  you  who  have  “  enough  and  to  spare  ” —  become 
the  friend  and  benefactor  of  the  Home  for  Aged  Couples  ?  While 
we  daily  thank  the  Disposer  of  events  for  directing  the  hearts  of 
so  many  toward  this  charity,  we  cannot  close  this  report  without 
once  more  urging  those  who  have  not  contributed  to  this  Home  — 
and  especially  those  who  are  members — to  consider  its  claims 
upon  their  benevolence,  and  at  once  to  place  in  our  hands  the 
means  for  enlarging  its  sphere  of  usefulness  and  endowing  it,  so 
that  all  who  are  worthy  of  its  benefits  may  be  partakers  of  its 
bounty.  “Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  the  least  of  these, 
my  brethren,  ye  have  done  it  unto  me.”  With  the  hope  that  the 
Divine  blessing  may  rest  alike  upon  the  Home  and  upon  every 
friend  of  the  Home  for  Aged  Couples,  we  submit  the  Report  for 
the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1887.

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE  I. 

.  CORPORATE  NAME. 

This  Corporation  shall  be  known  by  the  name  of  the  Home  for 
Aged  Couples. 


ARTICLE  II. 

PURPOSES  OF  INCORPORATION. 

The  object  and  purpose  of  this  Corporation  shall  be  the  estab¬ 
lishment  and  support  of  non-sectarian  Christian  homes  for  the 
aged  and  needy. 


ARTICLE  III. 

MEMBERS. 

Every  person  subscribing  annually  one  dollar  and  upwards  shall, 
when  elected  by  the  Corporation,  be  deemed  a  member  of  the 
association  during  the  continuance  of  such  subscription. 

Every  person  subscribing  twenty-five  dollars  and  upwards  shall 
be,  when  legally  elected,  a  life  member ;  and,  upon  any  legacy  of 
five  hundred  dollars  and  upwards  being  paid  to  the  Treasurer, 
the  executors,.  who  have  administered,  may  be  elected  life  mem¬ 
bers. 

Every  member  subscribing  one  hundred  dollars  and  upwards 
shall  be  deemed  an  honorarv  member. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

OFFICERS. 

The  business  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  conducted  by  a  Board 
of  not  less  than  twenty  Trustees,  members  of  the  Corporation  and 
a  Board  of  Council  consisting  of  twelve  gentlemen  apppointed  by 
the  Trustees,  representing  the  different  religious  denominations  of 
the  Trustees.  The  officers  -of  the  Corporation,  under  the  name 
of  Trustees,  shall  consist  of  a  President,  six  Vice-Presidents,  a 
Treasurer,  a  Clerk,  and  eleven  other  persons,  all  of  whom  shall 
be  chosen  by  ballot  at  each  annual  meeting,  and  shall  hold  their 
offices  for  one  year,  and  until  others  are  chosen  and  qualified  in 
their  stead.  All  other  officers  may  be  appointed  and  removed, 
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and  their  duties  defined  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Any  vacancy 
in  the  Board  of  Trustees  may  be  filled  by  the  remaining  members 
of  the  Board  until  the  next  annual  election.  Seven  Trustees  shall 
constitute  a  quorum. 


ARTICLE  V. 

ANNUAL  MEETING. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  held  in  the 
city  of  Boston  on  the  first  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  in 
January  of  each  year  for  the  election  of  officers  to  alter  and 
amend  the  By-laws,  and  for  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  the  meeting.  Ten  days  previous,  notice  of  the  same 
shall  be  given  in  at  least  one  daily  paper  published  in  the  city 
of  Boston.  Special  meetings  of  the  Corporation  may  be  called 
by  the  President,  by  giving  ten  days’  notice  in  writing  to  each 
member  by  mail. 


ARTICLE  VI. 

TRUSTEES. 

The  Trustees  shall  have  control  and  management  of  the  affairs 
and  property  of  the  Corporation,  and  shall  cause  a  complete 
record  of  all  their  doings  to  be  kept,  which  shall  be  laid  before 
the  Corporation  whenever  required ;  and,  at  every  annual  meeting 
of  the  Corporation,  they  shall  render  a  full  account,  showing  in 
detail  the  situation  of  the  property  and  the  financial  affairs  of  the 
Corporation. 


ARTICLE  VII. 

BOARD  OF  COUNCIL. 

The  Board  of  Council  may  organize  with  a  chairman  and 
Secretary,  and  choose  from  their  number  a  committee,  who  shall 
visit  the  Home  for  Aged  Couples  as  often  as  they  shall  direct, 
and  report  to  the  Trustees  upon  its  condition  as  often  as  they 
shall  deem  it  expedient.  They  shall  advise  in  reference  to  appli¬ 
cants  to  the  Home,  and  report  to  the  Trustees  names  of  those 
deemed  worthy  to  become  inmates.  It  is  also  the  duty  of'  this 
Board  to  render  especial  assistance  in  raising  funds,  and  in  every 
way  to  aid  in  promoting  the  success  and  usefulness  of  the  Home. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

PRESIDENT. 

The  President  shall  preside  at  all  the  meetings  of  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  and  of  the  Trustees,  appoint  committees,  and  perform  such 
other  duties  as  are  incidental  to  the  office  and  required  by  law.  In 
the  absence  of  the  President,  the  senior  Vice-President  shall  pre¬ 
side.  *' 
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ARTICLE  IX. 

SECRETARY  AND  CLERK. 

The  Secretary,  who  shall  also  be  the  Clerk  of  the  Corporation, 
shall  record  all  the  votes  of  the  Corporation  in  a  book  kept  for 
that  purpose,  shall  notify  all  meetings  of  the  Corporation  and 
Board  of  Trustees,  shall  record  the  proceedings  of  the  same,  and 
shall  perform  all  other  duties  and  services  usually  required  of  a 
clerk  of  the  Corporation. 


ARTICLE  X. 

TREASURER. 

The  Treasurer  shall  furnish  bonds  satisfactory  to  the  Trustees, 
and  shall  then  have  the  custody  of  all  the  funds  of  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  ;  shall  sign  receipts  and  acknowledgments  for  all  money  or 
other  property  received ;  keep  a  full  and  correct  account  of  the 
financial  transactions;  and  disburse  no  money  or  property  except 
by  direction  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  or  their  committee  duly  au¬ 
thorized.  At  the  annual  meeting,  the  Treasurer  shall  render  a  full 
and  detailed  account  of  receipts  and  disbursements,  with  a  state¬ 
ment  of  the  property  belonging  to  the  Corporation,  and  shall  at 
any  time  give  such  information  in  regard  to  the  property  of  the 
Corporation  as  may  be  requested  by  the  Trustees ;  also,  perform 
all  other  duties  and  services,  appertaining  to  the  office  of  treas¬ 
urer  of  a  corporation  and  required  by  the  statutes  of  the  Com¬ 
monwealth. 


ARTICLE  XI. 

AUDITOR. 

The  Auditor  shall  examine  the  accounts  annually,  and  oftener,  if 
necessary,  and  report  at  the  annual  meeting. 


ARTICLE  XII. 

QUORUM  FOR  BUSINESS. 

Fifteen  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  at  any  meeting  of 
the  Corporation. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

TERMS  AND  CONDITIONS  OF  ADMISSION  TO  THE  HOME  FOR  AGED 

COUPLES. 

Any  aged  couple  (man  and  wife)  of  not  less  than  sixty  years  of 
age,  and  of  good  moral  character,  may  be  admitted  into  the  Home 
on  the  payment  of  such  sum  as  the  Trustees  may  determine,  and 
by  signing  an  agreement  to  abide  by  the  rules  and  regulations  of 
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the  Home.  Those  holding  property  are  required  to  secure  the 
same  to  the  Home  before  they  are  admitted ;  and,  should  they 
obtain  any  property  after  admission,  it  will  also  be  necessary  to 
convey  it  to  the  Corporation,  if  they  remain  in  the  Home.  Each 
couple  shall  be  received  temporarily  three  months.  After  the  ex¬ 
piration  of  said  term,  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall,  as  tliey  may 
deem  expedient,  dismiss  or  confirm  the  applicants  as  permanent 
members  of  the  Home.  Persons  not  confirmed  as  permanent  in¬ 
mates  of  the  Home  shall  be  refunded  the  balance  of  the  admis¬ 
sion  fee  paid  by  them,  after  deducting  three  dollars  per  week  for 
each  person  for  the  time  they  have  remained  in  the  Home  as  com¬ 
pensation  for  their  board.  The  entrance  fee  paid  by  or  for  in¬ 
mates  may  form  a  permanent  fund,  or  be  otherwise  used  as  the 
Trustees  may  direct. 


ARTICLE  XIV. 

These  By-laws,  or  any  part  of  them,  may  be  altered,  amended, 
or  repealed  at  any  annual  or  special  meeting  of  the  Corporation, 
legally  called  for  that  purpose,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  those,  pres¬ 
ent,  and  voting  at  said  meeting. 


TRUSTEES’  BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE  I. 

MEETINGS. 

Meetings  of  the  Trustees  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  of 
each  month,  at  such  hour  as  they  may  determine.  Seven  mem¬ 
bers  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  business. 

ARTICLE  II. 

ORDER  FOR  BUSINESS. 

The  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  called  to  order  within  ten 
minutes  of  the  hour  named,  and  the  order  of  business  shall  be  as 
follows:  i.  Prayer;  2.  Calling  of  the  Roll;  3.  Reading  the  Min¬ 
utes;  4.  Report  of  Treasurer;  5.  Report  of  each  Committee 
shall  then  be  presented,  and  thereafter  any  other  business  may 
come  before  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  III. 

STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

At  the  first  meeting  after  the  annual  meeting,  the  following 
named  Standing  Committees  shall  be  appointed  ;  namely,  an  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Committee,  a  Committee  on  Admission,  on  Finance,  on 
Religious  Services,  a  Visiting  Committee,  and  such  other  Commit¬ 
tees  as  the  Board  may  deem  expedient.  If  from  any  cause  either 
of  .said  Committees  shall  not  have  been  chosen  at  said  meeting,  it 
may  be  appointed  at  any  subsequent  one. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

CHAIRMAN  AND  REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES. 

The  first-named  member  on  a  Committee  shall  be  chairman, 
and  reports  of  Committees  shall  be  submitted  in  writing,  and  be 
placed  among  the  documents  of  the  Corporation. 

ARTICLE  V. 

ON  MOTIONS. 

Every  motion,  when  made,  shall  be  stated  from  the  Chair;  and, 
upon  being  seconded,  the  presiding  officer  shall  ask  if  the  mem- 
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bers  are  ready  for  the  question,  which,  being  assented  to,  the  vote 
shall  be  taken.  No  other  business  shall  be  taken  up  by  the 
Board,  or  discussed  by  any  of  the  members,  until  that  which  has 
been  laid  before  them  be  decided  or  postponed.  Any  member 
making  a  motion  shall,  at  the  request  of  any  other  member,  pre¬ 
sent  the  same  in  writing. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

AMENDMENTS. 

An  amendment  may  be  made  to  any  motion,  and  shall  be  de¬ 
cided  before  the  original  motion.  But,  during  the  debate,  no  mo¬ 
tion  shall  be  received,  unless  it  be  to  adjourn  ;  to  lie  on  the  table ; 
the  previous  question  ;  to  postpone  either  indefinitely  or  to  a  cer¬ 
tain  day;  or  to  commit,—  which  motions  shall  take  precedence  in 
the  order  here  named,  except  that  a  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always 
be  in  order. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

ON  RECONSIDERATION. 

A  motion  to  reconsider  must  be  made  by  a  member  who  voted 
with  the  majority ;  and,  if  the  motion  prevail,  the  subject  is  again 
open  for  debate  on  the  original  motion,  the  same  as  any  other 
motion,  and  subject  to  the  same  rules. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

POSTPONEMENT. 

At  the  desire  of  any  member  of  the  Board,  who  desires  further 
time  for  reflection  and  examination,  the  decision  of  a  new  question 
shall  be  postponed  to  the  meeting  succeeding  that  at  which  it  was 
proposed. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  the  general  charge  of  the 
affairs  of  the  Home  during  the  interval  between  the  regular 
monthly  meetings  of  the  Board,  and  act  in  their  behalf.  Some  one 
of  them  shall  visit  the  Home  at  least  once  a  week ;  shall  make  or 
authorize  all  purchases  necessary  for  the  Home  ;  shall  carefully 
examine  and  approve  all  bills  for  supplies  and  repairs  before  pay¬ 
ment  by  the  Treasurer;  and  shall  keep  a  record  of  their  proceed¬ 
ings,  which  shall  be  laid  before  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  their 
monthly  meeting. 

ARTICLE  X. 

COMMITTEE  ON  ADMISSION. 

The  Committee  on  Admission  shall  visit  or  confer  with  appli¬ 
cants  for  admission,  and  inquire  into  their  circumstances  and  char- 
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acter,  and  make  a  full  report  to  the  Board  of  all  the  material  facts 
relating  to  each  case.  The  Trustees  shall  then  decide  upon  the 
admission  of  the  applicants.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  this 
Committee  to  keep  a  register,  in  which  shall  be  entered  the  names 
of  all  applicants,  their  respective  ages,  place  of  birth  and  resi¬ 
dence,  persons  by  whom  they  are  recommended,  date  of  their 
application,  the  decision  of  the  Trustees  thereon,  the  time  and 
terms  of  their  admission,  and  such  other  facts  as  they  may  deem 
important;  and  they  shall  assign  to  inmates  their  rooms. 


ARTICLE  XI. 

FINANCE  COMMITTEE. 

The  Finance  Committee  shall  have  the  general  charge  and  di¬ 
rection  of  all  matters  connected  with  the  money,  mortgages,  and 
other  securities  belonging  to  the  Corporation,  and  shall  direct  the 
Treasurer  in  the  disposition  of  the  same.  They  shall  use  all  legiti¬ 
mate  means  to  obtain  the  necessary  funds  to  carry  forward  the 
work  of  the  society,  and  shall  make  a  full  report  to  be  read  at  the 
annual  meeting. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

COMMITTEE  ON  RELIGIOUS  SERVICES. 

The  Committee  on  Religious  Services  shall,  as  far  as  practica¬ 
ble,  supply  the  Home  with  preaching  on  Sundays.  They  shall 
make  such  regulations  in  regard  to  the  same  and  to  other  religious 
services  as  they  may  deem  proper  and  expedient.  The  du,ty  of 
supplying  the  Home  with  the  preaching  of  the  gospel  shall  de¬ 
volve  upon  this  Committee.  Ordained  clergymen  of  all  denomina¬ 
tions  will  be  cordially  received.  The  other  members  of  the  Board 
will  be  required  to  communicate  with  this  Committee  and  obtain 
their  consent  before  introducing  any  one  into  the  Home  as  a  relig¬ 
ious  instructor.  The  Superintendent  will  act  in  their  absence, 
under  their  direction. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

VISITING  COMMITTEE. 

The  Visiting  Committee  shall  represent  the  different  denomina¬ 
tions  on  the  Board.  They  shall  visit  the  Home  not  less  than  once 
a  week ;  and  it  shall  be  their'  duty  to  see  all  the  inmates  in  their 
several  rooms,  inquire  into  their  spiritual  and  temporal  welfare, 
giving  such  encouragement  and  advice  as  may  be  in  their  power 
and  as  the  circumstances  of  each  case  may  seem  to  require. 
This  Committee  shall  enter  the  day  and  time  of  their  visits,  with 
such  observations  as  they  may  deem  useful,  in  a  minute-book, 
which  shall  be  kept  at  the  Home  ;  and,  on  the  last  day  of  their 
term  of  service,  they  shall  notify  the  members  who  are  to  succeed 
them  in  visiting. 
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ARTICLE  XIV.

SUPERINTENDENT. 

The  Superintendent  of  the  Home,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  shall  have  charge  of  the  house,  and  shall 
strictly  enforce  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Trustees.  Order, 
neatness,  and  good  conduct  must  prevail  in  every  part  of  the 
establishment.  She  shall  be  present  at  meals,  see  that  they  are 
properly  served,  that  suitable  food  is  carefully  prepared  for  the 
sick,  that  proper  order  is  observed  at  table,  and  a  blessing  asked 
before  each  meal. 

She  shall  at  all  times  maintain  the  respect  due  her  station,  and, 
by  firm,  kind,  and  judicious  methods,  endeavor  to  secure  the 
comfort  of  each  aged  couple  admitted  to  the  Home  established  for 
their  support  and  happiness.  At  each  weekly  meeting  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  the  Superintendent  shall  present  in  writing 
a  statement  of  the  supplies  required,  with  a  report  of  the  condition 
of  the  Home  and  the  family,  and  such  other  matters  as  may  be 
important. 

The  Superintendent  shall  keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  recorded 
a  list  of  the  furniture,  linen,  and  other  articles  belonging  to  the 
Home,  which  list  shall  be  corrected  and  laid  before  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  at  its  annual  meeting. 

All  presents  made  to  the  Home  shall  be  entered  with  the  name 
of  the  donor  in  a  book  kept  for  the  purpose  by  the  Superintendent. 


ARTICLE  XV. 

TERMS  OF  ADMISSION. 

Section  i.  Applicants  must  furnish  satisfactory  testimonials  of  . 
character,  and  freely  communicate  all  facts  necessary  to  a  proper 
understanding  of  each  case. 

Sec.  2.  Persons  under  sixty  years  of  age  shall  not  be  admitted,  \ 
unless  by  vote  of  the  whole  Board  of  Trustees. 

Sec.  3.  Every  couple  shall  be  received  on  a  probation  of  three 
months.  After  expiration  of  said  term  of  three  months,  the  Board 
of  Trustees  shall,  as  they  deem  expedient,  extend  the  term  of  pro¬ 
bation  or  dismiss  or  confirm  the  applicants  as  permanent  inmates 
of  the  Plome. 

Sec.  4.  Couples  not  confirmed  as  permanent  inmates  shall  be 
refunded  the  balance  of  the  admission  fee  paid  by  them,  after 
deducting  three  dollars  per  week  for  each  person  for  the  time  they 
have  remained  in  the  Home,  as  compensation  for  board. 

Sec.  5.  The  Board  of  Trustees  may,  by  vote,  admit  inmates  on 
such  terms  as  the  pecuniary  condition  of  the  Corporation  or  the 
circumstances  of  any  particular  case  may  seem  to  demand. 
Unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  four  hundred 
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dollars,  and  the  furniture  of  a  room,  including  a  good  bedstead, 
bed,  bedding,  and  other  necessaries,  shall  be  furnished  before  any¬ 
one  is  admitted  temporarily  or  permanently. 

In  no  case,  however,  will  a  proposition  to  pay  this  or  any  other 
sum  be  considered,  by  itself,  as  conferring  a  right  upon  the  person 
making  it  to  send  a  couple  to  the  Home  temporarily  or  perma¬ 
nently,  the  society  intending  to  reserve  to  itself  in  all  cases  the 
exclusive  right  to  admit  or  reject  persons  who  desire  to  become 
inmates. 

Sec.  6.  Furniture  and  other  articles  brought  into  the  Home 
by  or  for  permanent  inmates  are  to  remain  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Home. 

\ 

Sec.  7.  Inmates  who  have  property  must  secure  the  same  to 
the  Corporation  before  admission  ;  and,  in  case  of  their  obtaining 
money  or  other  property  after  their  admission,  it  will  be  necessary 
to  make  it  over  to  the  Corporation,  if  they  continue  as  inmates  of 
the  Home. 

Sec.  8.  No  insane  or  idiotic  person  shall  be  admitted  into  the 
Home.  Any  inmates,  after  their  admission  into  the  Home,  who 
shall  become  so  diseased  in  mind  as  seriously  to  interfere  with  the 
comfort  and  health  of  the  other  residents,  upon  the  advice  of  the 
physicians  to  the  Home,  shall  be  returned  to  their  friends  or 
removed  to  some  suitable  institution.  The  Corporation  shall  not  be 
held  liable  for  the  support  of  such  person  or  persons  after  their 
removal  from  the  Home. 

Sec.  9.  Should  any  couple  desire  to  leave  after  being  admitted 
as  permanent  inmates ,  the  entrance  fee  which  they  have  paid,  or 
which  has  been  paid  fpr  them,  will  not  be  returned ;  but,  should 
any  other  property  have  been  made  over  to  the  Corporation  by 
them,  the  said  property  or  the  amount  of  the  proceeds  of  the  same 
shall  be  paid  to  them,  after  deducting  a  reasonable  amount  for 
their  support  while  in  the  Home.  But,  after  once  leaving,  they 
cannot  return  as  inmates,  unless  by  a  vote  of  the  Trustees. 

Sec.  10.  The  Trustees  in  all  cases  reserve  the  right  to  dismiss 
and  expel  from  the  Home  any  inmates  who  shall  violate  the  rules, 
or  whom  from  any  other  cause  they  may  deem  not  to  be  proper 
objects  of  this  charity.  Notice  of  the  intention  to  dismiss  and 
expel  inmates  shall  be  given  in  the  call  for  the  meeting  when  such 
action  is  to  be  taken. 


ARTICLE  XVI. 

AMENDMENTS. 

These  By-laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  legal  meeting 
of  the  Trustees,  provided  that,  in  the  notices  calling  said  meeting, 
it  shall  have  been  stated  that  an  alteration  or  amendment  is  to  be 
made. 
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HOUSE  RULES. 

1.  The  entire  care  of  the  house  shall  be  in  charge  of  the  Super¬ 
intendent,  under  the  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee, 

2.  The  Superintendent  shall  strictly  enforce  the  rules  and  regu¬ 
lations  for  the  Home,  thereby  securing  the  comfort  and  happiness 
of  the  residents  or  inmates. 

3.  Residents  will  be  required  to  conform  to  the  rules  and  regu¬ 
lations,  and  to  treat  each  other  with  becoming  respect,  and  by  acts 
of  kindness  and  forbearance  make  a  cheerful  home. 

4.  Every  inmate,  except  in  case  of  illness,  is  expected  to  attend 
all  religious  services. 

5.  A  general  table  will  be  provided,  at  which  all  who  are  able 

will  be  expected  to  attend  punctually,  and  endeavor  by  order  and 
pleasant  conversation  to  make  such  occasions  agreeable  to  each 
other  and  to  the  Superintendent.  Breakfast  at  eight  o’clock  ; 

Dinner  at  one  o’clock  ;  Supper  at  six  o’clock. 

6.  The  Superintendent  will  preside  at  the  table,  and  ask  a  bless¬ 
ing  before  each  meal. 

7.  Those  confined  to  their  rooms  will  be  furnished  with  diet 
under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent. 

8.  Washing  and  ironing  shall,  if  practicable,  be  done  on  Mon¬ 
days  and  Tuesdays. 

9.  All  that  is  necessary  for  the  comfortable  support  of  the 
inmates  of  the  Home  will  be  provided  by  the  Corporation.  No 
inmate,  therefore,  will  be  permitted  to  solicit  assistance  for  any 
purpose,  unless  duly  authorized  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

10.  Inmates  who  are  able  will  be  expected  to  render  services 
for  the  Home,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Superintendent. 

11.  No  intoxicating  drinks  or  strong  stimulants  shall  be  used 
in  the  house,  except  by  order  of  the  physician  in  charge. 

12.  No  tobacco  smoking  will  be  allowed  in  any  part  of  the 
house  above  the  basement. 

13.  Inmates  will  not  be  permitted  to  enter  the  kitchen,  store¬ 
rooms,  or  other  offices  of  the  house,  unless  by  consent  of  the 
Superintendent. 

14.  Interference  with  assistants  or  servants  will  not  be  per¬ 
mitted  ;  but,  if  any  persons  have  cause  for  complaint,  they  may 
state  their  grievance  at  once  to  the  Superintendent,  who  will 
report  it  to  the  Committee. 
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15.  The  assistants  and  servants  will  be  required  to  treat  all 
residents  of  the  house  with  kindness  and  respect,  to  be  courteous 
to  all  visitors,  and  strictly  to  comply  with  the  rules  of  the  house. 

16.  No  inmate  or  person  employed  in  the  house  will  be  per¬ 
mitted  to  be  out  after  ten  o’clock  P.M.,  unless  by  permit  or  order 
of  the  Superintendent. 

17.  Inmates  will  be  expected  to  retire  to  their  rooms  at  nine 
o’clock  P.M.,  and  to  extinguish  their  lights  by  ten  o’clock. 

18.  When  inmates  desire  to  visit  their  friends,  they  shall  inform 
the  Superintendent  of  the  time  and  place  of  their  intended  visit, 
and,  the  probable  length  of  time  they  will  be  absent,  in  order  that 
no  uneasiness  may  be  felt  on  their  account,  and  that,  in  case  of  ill¬ 
ness  or  accident,  the  Superintendent  may  know  where  they  are  to 
be  found. 

19.  The  friends  of  inmates  and  the  public  generally  may  visit 
the  house  on  Wednesdays  and  Saturdays  of  each  week,  between 
the  hours  of  two  and  five  o’clock  P.M. 

Friends  and  relatives  are  permitted  to  call  on  business  on  any 
day  of  the  week  except  Sundays ;  but  inmates  cannot  receive 
callers  in  their  own  rooms  except  on  the  visiting  days  named, 
unless  by  special  permit  from  the  Superintendent. 

20.  A  certificate,  certifying  that  the  mental  and  physical  condi¬ 
tion  of  applicants  is  such  as  to  entitle  him  or  her  to  the  benefit 
of  the  Home,  will  be  required  from  one  of  the  attending  physi¬ 
cians  before  the  couple  will  be  admitted.  All  cases  of  illness  will 
be  treated  by  the  physicians  of  the  Home. 

21.  These  rules  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  meeting  of 
the  Trustees.

FORM  OF  BOND. 

We,  the  undersigned,  having  been  received  as  beneficiaries  and 
inmates  of  the  Home  for  Aged  Couples,  a  corporation  established 
by  law,  do  hereby  agree  to  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees;  and,  in  consideration  of  the  care  and 
attention  of  the  Trustees  and  of  said  Corporation,  we  do  hereby 
each  and  jointly  make  over  to  the  Corporation  all  such  personal 
property  as  we  have  brought  or  shall  bring  to  the  Home  for  our 
use,  to  the  end  that  the  quiet  and  comfort  of  the  house  may  not 
be  disturbed  in  the  event  of  our  removal  or  death,  but  that  all  our 
effects  may  remain  for  the  use  of  our  successors.  And  whereas  we 
have  been  reduced,  in  the  course  of  Divine  Providence,  to  a  state 
of  dependence,  but  may  hereafter  be  the  possessors  of  property, 
so  as  to  be  able  to  retire  from  this  Home,  and  possibly  to  become 
contributors  to  it,  we  and  each  of  us  do  further  hereby  appoint 
the  President  of  the  said  Corporation,  for  the  time  being,  our 
Attorney  and  Trustee,  to  receive  for  us  respectively,  and  to  sell 
and  dispose  of  all  estates,  real  or  personal,  of  every  description, 
to  which  we  shall  hereafter  or  may  be  now  entitled ;  and  we  do 
hereby  assign  the  said  estates  and  empower  the  said  President 
and  her  successors  in  office  accordingly,  to  the  end  that  the  Cor¬ 
poration  may  be  reimbursed  for  the  support  and  supplies  that 
shall  have  been  furnished  to  us  respectively,  as  far  as  such  estates 
may  extend,  and  the  balance  to  be  accounted  for  by  said  Presi¬ 
dent  to  us  or  our  legal  representatives.  In  case  we  do  not  remove 
from  the  Home,  then  any  property,  real  or  personal,  which  we 
may  in  any  way  become  the  possessors  of,  we  hereby  convey  to 
the  Corporation  of  the  Home  for  Aged  Couples,  for  its  sole  use 
and  behoof  forever.

FORM  OF  BEQUEST.
